Norfolk Contiasent Already Gone and Biff Shipment 
to dnarez Will Take Place Today — ^Flani for 
Next Season in Kentucky. 



— Yestertlay and to- 
day Kaw a Ki't'Ot exudiiK of horsemen and other fol- 
lowers of the turf who havt! been ijatruniilng the 
K«-nlueky m<H,-tiugs. Ey tomorrow, when the Idg 
Jiiuri'z eontiugeiit will have taken Its departure for 
the Mesiean course opposite El Paso, few will Ije 
left. Those who bad made plans to participate in 
jIm- Norfolk meeting ofK-nlng on Wednesday were the 
lirst to get away, but the Louisville and L<‘xington 
oiiitingents wen* not far behind. Only a few horses 
will winter at Latouia. 

The l.atiHiia traek was a scene of .activity today, 
with numerous owihts making j>repnrations for de- 
liartiire. The shipment for Ju.ar<*K is so -much 
lieavier than ex|H*cteil that two trains wili be neci^*s- 
sary to aeeouiniodate ail who are planning to go. 
Doth will be run as sitecials. The shipment will 
iHHU|irise nineteen cars of liorses. three sleepers, 
two day e<iaehes. two baggage cars and one diner. 
Tli<*ae trains will leave laitonia at three o'clock 
t<aiiorn>w afttmoon and are scheduled to reach El 
I'aso <m Friday moruing. 

Trainer Charles 11. llngbcs received instructions 
y«*st»*rday from Frank Nolan, owner of the Bever- 
wy«-k ttialde, to iuiinedlately ship Colonel Holloway 
to PinilitHi, where he Is intended as a starter in the 
Bowie Stakes, to l»e run tomorrow. Colonel Hullo- 
wa.v tinisiM>d sec<aid in the four-mile Endurance 
Slakes and the I^atonia Cup, two and a quarter 
miles. 

The Imtmiia managemeut have in contemplation 
tin- making of numerous improvements for iH*xt sea 
sou's racing. T!h* stables will ta* tboronghly reno- 
vaBal. new roadwa.vs will be built, a chute will ts 
I'laistnictial for starting six furlong races and pos- 
silily for six ami a half furlong dashes. A new 
.itidges’ stand will la* creetial. on the doutile-dei;k 
plan, ami cliaiiges will la* made In the grandstand. 

■ ^Tiit* ebaugi-s in the Judg<*s' stand ■ foreshadow the 
Yolopliou of the steward system for the Latonla 
l.i<’«*s. following the example of the CburehUI Downs 
iiiaiiagcitioiit. 

It is quite likely that there will be only twenty 
days of rm-iiig at l.atonia next spring. The Lexing- 
ton iiiaiiagcmi'iit. the lyouisvllle |a*o|>le and Genera! 
M.anagcr llachmelster have alaait settlial la!twe<*!i 
tla-ui what will la* an e<|uitahle division of dates for 
the s|*riiig tma*tings. and the.v will pres«*nt one re- 
<picst to tla* comihissi<Mi that is likely to be granttal. 
iuasiiiiK-li as tliey will ask for nothing unreasonable. 

It is quite likely that there will be tift.v-nine days 
of racing in the spring. la'xingtoii will have alaint 
eleven days, each of the Louisville tracks almut 
f«airt«a*n. and I.atonia twenty. While this arraiige- 
iiM'iit has iK»t la-en full.v <lecided upon. It Is likely to 
go thnaigh. Uaeing will la>giii about April 19 and 
this arrangement will iM-rmit the opening of laitonia 
<41 Mem<4*ial lla.v. 

This will liriiig the racing at I.atoiiia in tlu* early 
part of Jiip.<‘. which is hical racing weather locally. 
Tile managoiiients of all the tracks have decliled 
that als.ve all things tb<*y will not overdo the mnt- 
t<*r of racing. TIic.v believe that 100 days of racing 
a .v<*ar in Kentucky is <*iK>iigh. and will uphold the 
<-<Hiiinissioit in its dcU*rmiuatiou to keep racing 
within prop<*r Ixninds.

RUNNING RECORDS OF THE CANADIAN TURF 



Tlie racing of 1912 In the Dominion of C.inada was productive of five new Canadian records. Two of 
those new records went to the credit of the British of Columbia Thoroughbred Association’s track at Minoru 
!*ark, Vancouver, which course seems destlnetl to cut considerable figure In the annals of the Canadian turf 
from now on. 'The new Canadian records made at Minoru Park iiiehide tliree and a half furlongs in 42'% by 
J. E. Smart’s Platinum on July 15 and four and a half furlongs in 53% by Joseph Scbrelber’s Jim Basey 
on July 22. 

Of the other new records two were made at the Fort Elrie track of the Niagara Bacing Association and 
one at the Woodbine course of the Ontario Jockey Club at Toronto. At Fort Erie on July 4 Lovetle reduced 
the Canadian record for one mile and W'venty yards to 1:42 and on July 27 John W. Schorr’s Star Charter 
made a new n-cord when be ran a mile and a quarter in 2:03%. The new record at Woodbine was made bv 
Mrs. L. A. LlTiugston’s Sotemla, which good long-distance mare ran two and a quarter miles in 3:56-% on 
Septemlier 28. 

'Tile Canadian record of 59'% for five furlongs, made by Bagman as a two-year-old at Blue Bonnets, 
June 13, 1908, was twice equaled during the season. Genesta ran the distance In record time over the 
Hamilton course on June 21 and Florence Boberts duplicated the jierforraance over the Vancouver track on 
.\ugust 24. These were the only instances iu which existing records were equaled. 

The Fort Erie and Hamilton tracks continue to h<dd m»ist of the records for the distances at which 
i.aees are fr<*qiieiitly run. with the former still <leclsively in the lead. It Is notable that the reconis for all 
disianees below five furlongs stand to the credit of Minoru Park. This is partly due to the Infrequency 
with which races at the sliorter distances are run on the tracks of eastern Canada. The complete list of 
the Canadian records, revised to date.

— Bacing at Pim- 
lico this afternoon was under most pleasant condi- 
tions. The weather was warm and summer-like and 
the track in better condition than on any day dar- 
ing the meeting. Well balanced Helds went to the 
post and keen contests resulted. The first two win- 
ners scored by noses, Ivafael by a neck, Leochares 
by a bead and Fred MnIhoIlaDd by a neck, ^e last 
named scored bis first victory of the meeting when 
he beat an onlinary lot in the sixth race, the condi- 
tions of which called for fillies and geldings that 
bad not won at this meeting. As usual, he was 
slow to leave the post, but in rounding the far turn 
he wore the leaders down and finally got np in the 
closing strides.

chains* to win. Owners know how the white Imi.vs 
stick toyrether. and natiirall.v do not care to handicap 
their horses by pnttiui; up the rider who is un- 
Iiopnlar with his associates. S<>. the i*olore»l iKiy 
s^ets little <-bance, and that chance is steadily irmw- 
iiiK less, iHi mailer Ikiw jjishI he may lie in iina’iiin^ 
tsillojis.
